tok, but after they have refilled their 
bunkers they may set out on another cruise 
and play havoc with Japanese commerce | 
again. It is estimated at Tokio that 200,000 
tons of chartered shipping was held ten days 
at a loss of $7,500,000. .

American Initiative. 
Tt is due to the courage and the ire. 
of one relatively obscure man, Dr. W. M. 
Morrison, a missionary of the fot Southern Pres- 
' byterian church, stationed at Luebo,.in the 
interior of the Congo, that the first active 
measures were taken to inform the public 
in America in regard to the present con- 


| ditions in the Congo State. 


For years vague and distorted rumors of 
outrages perpetrated in the wild interior 
have drifted down the Cor to the settle- 
ments and mission posts of the lower river. 
Now and then — anonymous hor- 
rors, coming down the river thus, have been 
transmitted in letters or have been brought 
back in the tales of returned missionaries 
to Europe and America. But the mission sta- 
tions in the interior are wide apart and means 
of communication are rare. It takes six 
months to carry a letter from America to 
Luebo, the farthest post of the Southern 
Presbyterian missions, and back. Crimes of 
the kind here referred to are not usually com- 
mitted within sigbt or sound of a mission 
post. Native testimony is unreliabié and in- 
dividual i of cruelty are to bei.ex- 
pected in a new, wild country. So it is that 
the tales that have reached us from there 
have usually been listened to and dismissed 
with a shudder as one of the incidents of that 
terrible process of civilization whose results 
as we see them under our very eye are often 
melancholy enough.

WATERS OF ILLINOIS RIVERS. 

State Board of Health Reports on Its In- 
vestigations Both Before and After. 
Completion of Big Ditch,

health today made public the third and 
anal report of its investigations of the 
waters of the Illinois, the Mississippi, and 
the Missouri rivers regarding their condi- 
tions before and after 2 755 Chicago drainage 
canal was opened. 


Tilinois River Purer. 

This last report shows that the water sup- 
ply of St. Louis is taken almost altogether 
from the Missouri-river, instead of the Mis- 
sissippi; that the Illinois river is much purer 
than the Missouri river; that the increased 
flow of Lake Michigan water in addition 
to sewage coming through the drainage canal 
has improved the quality of the water of the 
Desplaines and the IIlinois rivers, and that 
the contamination of the Illinois river 
through farm, village, and city 8 
and sewage from commercial enterprises, is 
probably greater .than from the 
e under present conditions. 


Light on Report of 1901. 

‘Shortly after the drainage canal 
opened an investigation was made not only 
of the Illinois river and its tributaries but 
also of the Mississippi river above and below 
the outlet of the Illinois river. This report. 
was issued by the board in 1901. 

Further investigations were made in 1901 
and 1902 after the drainage canal had been 
opened for some time, and these investiga- 
tions are reported on now, the report hav- 
ing been delayed until after all testimony 
had been taken in the Missouri and Illinois 
controversy in the courts regarding the al- 
leged contamination of waters . the drain- 
age canal.

LIVING COSTS MORE: WAGES.UP, 


Report by Commissioner of Labor Gives 
Comparative Expense Account 
. Since 1896. 


„D. C., Aug. 
Wright, commissioner of the labor bureau, in 
the eighteenth annual report of the bureau 
made public today, gives the results of a 


comprehensive inquiry into the cost of living Fe 
since 1896 and into the average wage rate a 


during those periods. The showing, sofaras 


519 occupations, representing 67 industries 
in 3.420 separate establishments. + It showed 
an average inerease in wages during this 
period of 16.6 per cent. | 
The inquiry into the cost of living’ ‘shows 
that living for working men’s familfes hav- 
ing under $1,200 income per year had in- 
greased during this period 15.5 per cent. 
In order to ascertain this average increase 
the labor bureau secured the income and ex- 


penditure in detail of 2,067 families in thirty- | 


three states, retail prices being taken. 

The statement shows that the 2,567 families 
consisted of an average of 5.31 persons, and 
that the average income for the year 1901 
was $827, the average annual expenditurs 
for all purposes $768, and the average ex- 
penditure for food $326 per famfly. — 

The principal items of expenditure were: 
Food, 42.54 per cent et the total expenditure; 
rent, 12.95 per cent; clothing, 14.04 per cent;
